Ottawa, Nov. 3.—The mun¬ 
itions department announced 
Tuesday night that as an “em¬ 
ergency" measure created by 
the western coal strike deliver¬ 
ies of coal Vo householders now 
are restricted to not more than 
one ton to a customer, with no 
one permitted to buy coal far 
his home if he has enough to 
last 16 days or more. 

The new order, issued by Coal 
Controller E. J. Brtmnff sf .re¬ 
scinds a previous order under 
which householders were asked 
to purchase high volatile bit¬ 
uminous coal for one-quarter 
of their requirements. 

Under the new order, a coal 
dealer may not deliver coal ex¬ 
cept to the following 

1. Another ccal dealer for 
resale. 

2. A rail carrier for his own 
use, ' 

3. An industri al plant for 
its own use. 

4. Ships bunker. 

5. To a private residence for 
consumption therein, but only 
if the quantity of coal on hand 
is less than 15 days’ supply, in 
which case not more than (he 
ton may be delivered. 

6 . Any building other than an 
industrial plant or private resi¬ 
dence, but only if the coal on 
hand in the building is less than 
15 days’ supply, in which case 
net more ' ban 15 days’ supph” 
may be delivered. 

7. Anv person holding a spec¬ 
ial permit from the coal a'n 
trcJler. 

The order also said ‘ lint eve, y 
coal dealer may deliver, and ev¬ 
ery person must accept for con¬ 
sumption any tpy e of cea| which 
the dealer has available provid¬ 
ing it is suitable for the cu> 
tomers’ heating equipment.

Cost Of Living Bonus 
Up 35c. A Week 


Ottawa, Nov. 3—Cost of liv- 
in bonus payments to wage earn 
ers in most Canadian indutries 
will be increased 35 cents a 
wek or 1.4 per cent of wages— 
depending on wage category of 
the workers—effective Nov. 15, 
it was announced today. 

The cost of the increase to 
Canadian employers is estimat¬ 
ed unofficially at about $53,- 
000,000 a year. 

The maximum bonus now will 


lie $4.60 week instead of the 
$4.25 a week which has been in 
effect since August, 1942. Work 
ers who have been receiving 
60 cents a week—khe minimum 
and compulsory bonus—will get 
95 cents. 

The maximum buius now is 
based on a wartime increase of 
18.4 per cent in the official cost 
of living index maintaned by 
the Domnion Bureau of Stat¬ 
ists.

Coal Miners Walk Out 


8,500 coal miners in Alberta 
and south-eastern B.C. laid 
down their tools Sunday night 
at midnigh'i in protest to the 
dily dallyng methods of the 
Dominion officials in dealing 
with requests made by the 
Miners’ Union several months 
ago. 

The miners are asking for a 
wage increase, and after a sess¬ 
ion Tuesday morning with 
■Labor Minister Mitch el] and oi¬ 
lier officials, and another moo. 
ing Wednesday afternoon, no 
definite decision had been re¬ 
ached, although it was stated 
that a-settlemenf, seemed near. 
On the 3 ame lie vs br.-f. 'cast, it 
was reported ilitit the coal 
strike in th e United States find 
been settled and John L. Lewis, 
U.M.W.A. President liqd pledg¬ 
ed his full support to the settle 
roent and asked all miners to 
give every effort in bringing 
mines back to full production. 

Locally, the coal strike will 
have serious results if it lasts 
long. While many coal bins are 
full, there are many homes and 
businesses with limiied s.ovage, 
where little if any coal in ex¬ 
cess of a couple of weeks needs 
is stored. Right now the weath¬ 
er is mild, and supplies will 
last some time, hut if we have 
a cojd storm, it takes a lot of 
coal to keep the best of houses 
warm in Southern Atbertn. Ev¬ 
eryone is hoping that the strike 
is by now settled and miners 
ready io return to work.

Warmth is an important fact¬ 
or in egg production. Correlat¬ 
ed with warmth is feeding and 
the time of feeding. Nature has 
equipped poultry with ample 
storage space which includes 
the crop, gizzard, and stomach 
The gizzard with its stron; 
muscular walls may be likened 
to a power-plant. It generates 
heat in the bird when the crop 
is full of reserve feed. Thus the 
bird is kept warm, while the 
feathers keep the ctld out. But 
the internal heat is dissipated 
during the night and in the case 
of poultry not fed after- 4 p.m. 
the chore of fuel is exhausted 
before the time it is most need 
ed during the coldest hours of 
the night in the early morning; 

l.ate feeding is a goed system 
An example is quoted of a 
poulti'/.n-.n, who with only a 
medium flock, was able to mum 
lain good egg production by 
feeding late. He bad no electric 
light in the poultry house but 
.he birds came down to feed by 
the light of a lantern. Late feed 
ing of hard grains inconjunc¬ 
tion with the use of light in 
poultry houses stimulates pou¬ 
ltry i 0 produce more eggs. More 
egg production is urgently re¬ 
quired to meet wartime de¬ 
mands.

The following sugges¬ 
tions from P. D. Hargrave, Pro¬ 
vincial Horticultural Station at 
Brooks, will be of interest to all 
growers of small fruits. 

Strawberry plantings should 
be lightly mulched during the 
next ben days and latter covered 
so that they will have at least 
6 inches of mulch before the 
■ snow comes. Rye straw is the 
best mulching materia! and is 
followed in order by First cuLt 
ing of alfalfa, slough grass and 
wheat straw. Never use oat 
straw or other material tha. 
might pack and smother the 
plants. 

Raspberries can have the old 
canes removed at this time but 
do not prune back the new 
canes until spring. The canes 
should be bent down and cover 
ed with brush or soi| before the 
ground freezes. Frequently rasp 
berry canes are difficult to rip 
en because of excess fall moist¬ 
ure. If there is sufficient moist 
ure, do not cultivate after Aug- 
1,0 ut 1st. This will hasten matur¬ 
ity and leaf fall. After the 9 and 10 
loaves have fallen, the land can 
b t . cultivated and if possible 
irrigated. 

Currants are the only fruits 
that can be pruned in the fall 
and in order to lighten spring 
work it is advisable that this 
he done. Cut out the old wood 
and the weakest of the new 
growth until twelve main stems 
with their blanches are left. 

These 12 stems should consist; 
of 3 one year old, 3 two year 
n’d, 3 three year old : lid 3 four 
year old cal'".

AVOIDABLE LOSSES 

Grain Inspection Branch figures 
for the period August 1 to October 
15, reveal a serious situation which 
involves heavy losses to the farmers 
concerned. We refer to increase* in 
.‘smutty’ and ‘rejected’ wheat. 

Smutty Wheat 

With rare exceptions, which need 
.Gt concern us here, all smutty wheat 
k ~u!ts from stinking smut (bunt). 
In Hard Red Spring wheat and 
Durum, this disease can be com- 
jjletcly controlled by seed treat¬ 
ment. On October 14, the Wheat 
Board Price List provided for a dis¬ 
count of ll)c per bushel for smut in 
grade* No. 1 Hard to No. 4 
Northern. Since August 1, 101 car* 
have graded smutty; a frequency 
live times as great as last year. The 
loz3 to the farmer is nearly tt00.00 
per car. 

Rejected Wheat b 

‘Rejected’ gradings have in- 
rcased r.t an alarming rate this 
-•on, (hough most of the wheat 
fj graded was probably grown in 
!■ 12, when harvest conditions were 
unfavorable. Aside from ragweed, 
mo-t rejections are due to excess 
/iwi-luro resulting in heating and 
■..milling The discount for grades 
No. 1 Hard to No. 4 Northern is 
1 lc per bushel— a serious loss. Since 
August 1, 529 cars have graded 
rejected; they are three times as 
common as last yyar. This loss can¬ 
not be eliminated, but it can be 
greatly reduced.
